San FRANCISCO, Cal., Feb.9.—The anxiously 
expected steamer Australis arrived off The 
Heads atan early hour this morning with 
news that Minister Stevens had established a 
protectorate over the Hawaiian Islands. The 
act was executed at90’Clock on the morn- 
‘ing of the ist inst., when the stars and stripes 
‘were raised over Aliuolani Hall, the govern- 
ment building, andthe Minister issued the 
following proclamation, which was published 
officially Feb. 1: 

To the ; 

At the request of the Provisional Government of 
the Hawaiian Islands, I hereby, in the name of the 
United States of Americas .Pfotection of the 
Hawaiian Islands, for thé protection of life and 
property, end of public buildings on 
Hawaiian soil, so far ésmay benecessary fot the 
purpose + but not interfering withthe ad- 
ministramon of public pgs red the provisional gov- 
ernment. This actien is pending and subject 
to negotiesions at Washitigton.. ee HE)

STEVENS’ BOLD STEP. 

The Australia brings files of Honolulu 
papers which describe the act of Minister 
_ Stevens in taking formal control of the 
Island In the name of the United States. The 
accounts say: 

‘‘On Wednesday, Feb. 1, at9 a,m., the 
fliagofthe United States of America was 
raised over Aliuolani Hall. The provisional 
government, after mature deliberation on 
the situation for some days, reached the con- 
clusion that the step Which has now been 
taken was rendered necessary by circum- 
stances. Incessant agitation on the part of cer- 
tain whites ofa class who have always been 
the curse of this country, coupled with the 
efforts of English and one or two native 
newspapers to discredit the Government; to 
block its efforts toward the establishment of 
order,and in general to bringitinto dis- 
respect and contempt have been the chief 
agenciesin spreading through the .town ¢ 
feeling of uneasiness and dsquietude. It 
was thonght wise, therefore, to secure the 
direct assistance of the United States Gov- 
ernment in the preservation of property and 
the maintenance of order. 

RAISING THE STARS AND STRIPES. 

**At 8:30a. m. Capt. Wiltse arrived at the 
Government Building and a few moments 
later a Ddattalion from the U.S8. 8. Boston, 
under Lieut. Swinburne, marched up the 
street, entered the grounds and drew up ino 
front of the building. Detachments from 
three volunteer companies, A, B and C, were 
drawn up in line, under command of their 
respective captains, Zeigler, Gunh and Ca- 
mara. Just before 9 6’ciock Lieut. ROss read 
in a loud voice the proclamation of Minister 
Stevens, and punctually at 9 o'clock, amid 
the breathless expectancy of all present, the 
flag, saluted by the troops and by the cannon 
of the Boston, was raised above the tower of 
Alluolani Hall. 

‘*The raising of the flag does not, of course, 
indicate cession to thé United states. The 
’ Hawaiian flag still floats inthe yard. The 
palace, barracks, police-station, custom- 
house, etc., remain in the hands of the Gov- 
ernment, which will be administered as 
usual. The volunteers with supplies of arms 
and ammunition will be withdrawf from 
Aliuvolani Hall, which tntil definite intelll- 
gence arrivés from the United States will be 
guarded by a detachment from the Boston. 
The event of this morming is balled with joy 
throughout the community. It will bring 
about peace and prosperity and will please 
all except those who do not want Hawaii to 
enjoy these or any other blessings. It is not 
the act of aggression, but of friendliness, 
done at the instancé of the Hawalian Gov- 
ernment. May this friendliness result in 
union which shall endure forever.’’ 

OATH OF ALLEGIANCE. 

The Provisional Governmebt at Honolulu 
has been busy since its ffiception. The Exec- 
utive and Advisory Councils formed the Leg- 
islature and held dally sessions to pass such 
acts as were deemed immediately needful. 
One of the earliest acts was the repeal of the 
lottery franchise act. Another provided the 
following’ oath forall residents desiring to 
affirm allegiance to the Provisional Govern-

MINISTER FOSTER WILL NOT DISCUSS THE 
MATTER—WHAT THE HAWAITIANS BAY. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The dispatches from 
San Francisco this morning contained the 
first information received at the State De- 
partment and by the Hawailan Com- 
missioners of the establishment of a 
protectorate over the Hawalilan islands 
by Minister Stevens. Secretary Foster, in 
pursuance ofthe policy that he has adopted 
in dealing with this whole matter, declined 
to discuss Minister Stevens’ action, but 
Stated thatthere had been no communica- 
tion sent fromthe department to Minister 
Stevens for his guidance since the note of 
Jan. 18, in which his action in connection 
with the establishment of the provisional 
government was approved. ‘Mr. Thurston, 


would be known in this country as warda-

Mr. Kinstry of salt Lake, who accompanied 
the commissioners inthe capacity of coun- 
sel, saldthat the most significant item of 
news in the dispatch from Honolulu was:

‘*This,’’ he said, ‘‘betrays the greatest 
danger which now threatens the Govern- 
ment. The members ofygthe council are men 
who have been clothed with authority with- 
out any previous experience in the exercise 
of it, and without the restraining force ofa 
protectorate they would inevitably have dl- 
videdinto factions @nd worked at cross 
purposes. The protectorate confirming the 
government in its control of affairs was ab- 
solutely necessary. The Hawalians are the 
most perfect example of a people unable to 
manage their own affairs that I know.’’

At the time of our departure and during our 


sional government is in full controtof af- 
fairs, and marines from the steamer Boston 
are stillon duty. The new administration 
seems to be popular with even the natives, 
who seem to care “very little what sort of 
government they have. Queen Liliou- 
kalani submitted to the change without 
much protest and a few days before I left she 
removed from the palace to her seaside cot- 
tage at Waikiki. As far as I could gather 
from the talk on the islands the Queen or any 
of her official bh ia have not communi: 
cated with the United States or England ‘for 
the purpose of securing sympathy or ald. 
The provisional government after assuming 
control issued a notice to all. office-holders 
informing them that they would not be dis. 
turbed In their position, and at the time I 
left but few changes had been made. The 
natives of the islands are not inclined to 
mischief-making and are taking the changes 
in the conduct of affairs very quietly. The 
Queen, from what I could learn, is still very 
angry at her overthrow, but I Delleve 
it is impossible for her to gather a 
force sufficiently large to recover by warfare 
the kingdom she has. lost. The Provisional 
Government seems firmily established and 
the new officials are working together in 
harmony. Perfect unanimity of sentiment 
exists, and the people are stri observing 
the law. Complete organization has been 
affected notonly in the carrying on ofthe 
business of the Government but in the Mill- 
tary Department, The latter has been large- 
ly recruited by volunteers and is now ina 
condition to carry on a vigorous campaign If 
such should be necessary. When I left no 
trouble was anticipated from any quarter.’’ 

The brig Consualo, A. Jacobson, Master, 
arrived from Kahalui, Hawalian Islands, at 8 
o’clock Jast evening. A reporter boarded | 
her from the customs-house boat and learned 
from Capt. Jacobson that he had sailed two 
days after the Claudine which brought up 
the news of the recent revolution. Capt. 
Jacobson, in speaking of affairs on the island, 
said from what he saw at Kahalui and from 
what he had heard of the happenings at 
Honolulu the present status has fre- 
mained unchanged since the advent of the 
provisional government with Judge Dole at 
its head. 

There were no dissensions to be observed 
anywhere and peace and tranquillity pre- 
vailed under the maintenance of provisional 
government. The excitement with which 
it had been heralded abated rapidly andina 
day or two it had entirely subsided and busi- 
nessatall points, when the Consuello left, 
was reported as proceeding quietly. At 
Kahalui, the Captain saia, the natives, or 
suchof them as took an interest in the 
matter, considered annexation to the United 
States most advisable. Their preference for 
foreigners was manifestly in favor of Amcr- 
icans, or, as Capt. Jacobson said: ‘‘There’s 
nobody for them. like Americans.’’ 

The marines who had been landed from 
the cruiser Boston were stillon shore and 
there were absolutely no: signs of trouble. 
Capt. Jacotson gave itas his opinion that 
the provisional government would stand and 
his belief, he concluded, was very generally 
entertained on the islands. 

The schooner Robert Sewers arrived here 
from Mionolulu at a1. o’clock to-night.

He is perhaps 54 years of age and is a dealer 
in hay and grain, exporting in large quan- 
tities from this. country to theisianas. He 
married a Hawalian lady of English parent- 
age. Mr. King is not a wealthy man, but 
lives in comfortand eonducts a flourishing 
business. He is respected for his honesty 
and business ability. Like Mr. Sanford he 
aiso has religious convictions and casts his 
lot with the Congregational Church. 

P. C. Jones is the Minister of Finance. Mr. 
Jonesisthe manager anda. member of the 
‘firm of C. Brewer & Co., one of the oldest. 
shipping and commission houses in Hono- 
lulu. He was boarn.in* Boston nearly sixty 
yearsago. When he was a young man he 
went outto the isliandsand ina short time 
madea fortune. For years be has beena 
leader in financial circles. In 1891 he came 
to the United States with his family; spend- 
ingayearin Boston and returning just be- 
fore the oatbreak. He married a daughter 
or E. O. Haul, the mee og and livesin 
one of the most beautiful homes on the 
island. His religbtous associations have al- 
ways been very strong, -He was deacon of 
the Congregational Churcb, an active worker 
inthe Young Men’s Christian Association, 
and has been always interested in mission 
work among the natives. 

W. O. Smith, Attorney-General, is the son 


forty-eight yearsago. He received his early 
education in Honolulu, but came to America 
and prepared himself for actice of law. 
Retarning to bis native.country he soon 
Dullt up a reputation for honest and ability. 
He is a cautious, conservative man, and has 
been trusted and honored to the extent of 
handling large sums of money as trustee of 
rich and profitable estates. Mr. Smith organ- 
ized and built upa loan and trust company, 
which has proved very profitable. His legis- 
lative experience has been extensive, and he 
has been consulted frequently in matters of 
moment by the royal Government. Mr. 
Smith married the daughter of Capt. Hobron, 
an extensive sugar planter. As might be in-° 
ferred from his early’associations, he is con- 
nected with the Congregational Churck. 

In addition tothe three gentlemen already 
mentioned there are eleven other members 
of the Advisory Council, chosen from various 
walks in business life. Of these 8, M. Damon 
is one of the most prominent. Mr. Damon is 
the oldest son of the famous missionary who 
was known as ‘‘Father Damon,’’ and who 
went out from Boston to Honolulu as sea- 
men’s chaplain. He was chaplain vf the 
first church for foreigners in the islands. Mr. 
Damon Is a native of Honolulu,47 years ofage 
and a partner inthe banking firm of Bishop 
& Co., the oldest bank in the kingdom. 

Henry Waterhouse was born in the islands 
of English parents, andis46 yearsold. His 
line of businesgis dry goods and -general. 
merchandise. Mr. Waterhouse’s educatioa’ 
was obtained in Honolulu. His great enthu- 
siasm is for religious work, and he has 
labored earnestly among the hDatives as 
Superintendent of the Sunday-school. His 
close connection with the natives has in- 
spired their confidence, and he transacts a 
large business with them. 

The remaining members of the Council are 
men of less social prominence, but are still 
representative ofthe sturdy life of the king- 
vom. John Emmeluth is an American of 
German descent, a mechanic anda man of 
good standing. J. A. McUandiess is also 
American bornanda mechanic. F. W..Mc- 

rocery merchant, American 
' rown is an Englishman,a 
machinist. James F. Morgan tsa native of 
American parentage, an auctioneer. E. D. 
Tenney is an American, a member of the old 
commission house of Castle & Cooke. F. J. 
Wilhelm isa native of German descent, a 
carpenter.

The Cane Rich, Butthe Juice is Impure— 
Senora Munoz’s Family. 


HAVANA, Feb. 9.—Owing to the unusually 
cold weather which has prevailed during the 
past few weeks the cane continues to ripen 
with much rapidity. The saccharine rich- 
ness of the juice is greater than ever before 
attained atthis early period of the season, 
but unfortunately the purity of the juice is 
rather unsatisfactory. This facts renders 
the handling of the juice difficult and 
adds greatly to the labor. To these circum- 
stances is undoubtedly due the heavy 
decrease in receipts at the principal shipping 
ports. The Revista de Agricultura says that 
considering the quantity of sugar hitherto 
turned out by the largest plantations and 
the latest information from the principal 
sugar districts the decrease in this year’s 
production will amount to about 200,000 tons 
as compared with the produet of 1892. 

In the District of Cardenas atenant whose 
fields have heretofore yielded onan avera ge 
80,000 arrobas per caballeria has obtained 
this year only 35,000 arrobas per caballeria. 
The prospects for higher prices are still fa- 
vorable and planters anticipate that the 
ratesthey will obtain for their sugar will 
compensate them to a certain extent for 
the possible decrease in the production.

The extraordinary action of the Senate 
in confirming a treaty with Russia which 
enables the Czar to extradite political 
offenders is the mast amazing exhibition 


has ever been guilty. 

Ever since our Government was insti- 
tuted we have boasted of our hospitality 
to the oppressed of all nations and have 
freely offered them an asylum when pur- 
sued by the tyranny of despots. But this 
asylum is, it seems, to be closed to fugi- 
tives from the worst of all despotisms. 
The savage Czar may pursue the opponents 
of his barbarous policy even within the 
jurisdiction of the United States and re- 
cover them by the ordinary processes of 
extradition. , 

This is a reversal of the settled policy of 
the Government adopted at the outset of 
Washington’s administration and con- 
sistently followed ever since. It is more 
than this. It is a retrograde step in civili- 
zation which England herself has often 
refused to take. 

A political offender against the Russian 
Government deserves the highest honor 
and the fullest protection from us, for he 
is an enemy of everything which we have 
been taught toabhor. Instead of return- 
ing these men to St. Petersburg on 
trumped-up charges, every demand forex- 
traditiog coming from that quarter should 
be carefully scrutinized and should be 
positively refused if there is the smallest 
doubt converning the real purposes of the 
This is the will of 
the American people who have of late 
years been aroused toa full realization of 
the horrors which free-minded men and 
women are compelled to undergo in that 
country. ‘ : 

As the treaty was passed uponin secret 
session it is not known how far this com- 
pliance with savage tyranny wes carried, 
but it is certain that it embodies the 
most objectionable features in this respect. 
The action of the Senate is the most 
significant symptom ever manifested of 
the unpopular ‘character of ‘the 
Senate and of the undemocratic sentiment 
prevailing\in that mob of rich men.

THE HAWAIIAN SITUATION. 


The news from . Hawali received to-day 
by the steamer Australia is of an interest- 
nature. It shows that events there 
have developed most rapidly in the direc-

The facts, 
however, indicate that it was unjust- 
ifiable and, that the whole conduct 
of the American Minister has been 
governed by the influence of 
the clique of monopolists who 
conceived and executed the revolutionary 
movement. There is good ground for the 
suspicion that this whole movement is the 
result of a carefully planned plot to annex

A meeting of the Sanitary Executive Com- 
mittee, the Commercial Clud Executive Com- 
mittee, andthe representatives of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, was held tn the @i- 
rectors’ room of the Merchants’ Exchange 
this morning. Im the absence of Marcus 
Bernheimer, Chairman of the Sanitary Com- 
mittee, W.T. Anderson, President of the 
Merehants’ Exchange, was elected Chair- 
man. Hecalledthe mesting to order, and 
was about to call for expressions of opinion 
when Mr. Isaac Morton arose with 
great Gignity. He stated with pretentious 
gravity and sententious utterance that the 
President of the Commercial lub, of which 
he was a member, was absent, and that ia 
view of this calamitous dispensation be, 
on behalf of the Commericial Club, would 
reqtest the pleasure of the absence of repre- 
sentatives of the press, at least temporarily. 
President Anderson stared and gasped, for 
he had expressed the desire that the work of 
the Joint Committee should be gtven the 
widest publicity, butas the Commercial Club 
was the guest of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
he had nothing to. ao bat 
comply with the request of its 
self-constituted representativeand the news- 
papermen fled out under the eagle eye of the 
sensitive Mr, Morton. 

A SECRET MEETING. 


The meeting, thus purged, proceeded to 
business. What the exact nature of the elo- 
quence emanating from the able dome 
of thought of Mr. Isaac Morton will 
forever remain locked in the breasts 
of his confidants. It was, however, re- 
ported that the only reason for his desire for 
star-chamber proceedings was that he might 
explain the motives that led his club to in- 
vite the attendance of certatn physicians, a 
line of action which no one bad the 
smallest idea of objecting to. Short 
addresses were deliverea by Drs. Briggs 
and Tate, E. O. Stanard and others. The 
main object of the gathering was to devise 
means for putting the city into a thoroughly 
good sanitary condition, and to secure the 
requisite legislation at once. The dangers 
Incident todelay were GQwelt upon.

DAXGERS OF IMPURE WATER. 

One of the greatest risks of infection was 
stated to be impure Water, ang it was agreed 
that measures should be adopted for clos- 
ing all wells, and for rendering the 
works at the Chainof Rocks, at least par- 
tially available at as early a date as possi- 
bie. Breckenridge Jones stated that he had 

called a meeting of the Legion of Honor at 
the Lindell Hotel to-night, at which the mat- 
ter would be consider "Mr.- Isaac Morton, 
who wished no newspaper representatives to 
be present, expressed his approva!l, on be- 
half of the commercial club, o7 the course 
pl .

MR. ROBERT MOORB’S TALK. 

The committee of the members of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange and the Commercial Club 
met the Board of Public Improvements, by 
invitation, ata special meeting at i20 ‘clock 

“day to consult with the Board upon the 
proposed plan of erecting a temporary plant, 
at a cost of $150,000, for the purpose of giving 
thecity a supply of pure drinking water from 
the Chain of Rocks, several months earlier 
than the permanent plant can be put into 
operation. 

Mr. Robert Moore, the 
Merchant's Committee, was the first to take 
up the cudgejs on behaif of a purer water 
pe. He first spoke of the dangers to 
drinking water arising from the prox- 
imity of the Prairie avenue sewer and 
the Ferry street sewer to the source 
of the present supply. ‘‘I hava been in- 
formed by the Water Commissioner,’’ he 
said, ‘‘that at timesaneddy in the river 
takes the outflow fromthe Ferry street sewer 
for some distance up-stream, s0 
in =s—s Fact, as to mix it 
with our drinking water. 
an outbreak of cholera or typhoid fever this 
would serve to spread the infection toan 
alarming extent by bringing @angerous and 
polluted matter to our water-works. We 
have with us to-day several professional 

entlemen, exports upon the question, who 

ave personaily examined samples of the 
wasee at present supplied 
city, and who will ve 
ou the result of their researches.

in the matter, which they had already taken 
in hand, of hastening the supply of purer 
water.’ 

Mr. Moore went on to give his own experi- 
ences and the reguit of his own 
vestigations while abroad last 
mer, The condition of HMambuarg, 
he saw it then, almost when 
ny we of cholera was at its worst, was al- 

ost parallel with that of st. Louis now. For 
years the citizens had been drinking the pol. 
uted water from the River an 
water-works, from which the cit oxpected 
toobtain a purer supply were ing con- 
structed ina leisurely manner, aud were to 
have been completed this coming July. The 
cholera, however, falled to wait for their 
completion, but came while the citizens were 
still drinking the impnre water, and asa re- 
suit they were unable to check its advances.

FOUR EMPLOYES OF.A OINCINNATI 


HOTEL BURNED TO DEATH. 


Horrible Discoveries Made by Firemen in 

the Bullding— Wrecked On the Coast of 
Spain—A Fatal Point for Anchor 
Liners—Eight Persons Hurt in an Iowa 
Wreck—Fire’s Food. 


CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 9.—At 3:55 o’ clock this 
morning smoke was seen issuing from a third 
floor wind ow above John Heltder’s restaurant 
at 265 and 267 West Fifth street. 

The blaze raged furiously, having gained a 
firm and at the same time a mysterious hold 
in the rear of the buildings, which are frame 
kitchen sheds, From the third floor it soon 
leaped to the top floor, the fourth, and a gen- 
eral alarm was sent in, summoning 
a dozen engines, The fire spread 
to the upper floors of the 
vacant building adjoining at the east, and 
then to the top of the structure adjoining at 
the west, occupied by G. A. Vehrasa shoe 
store. Vehrand his daughter, Annie, occu- 
pantsof the living rooms above, escaped 
without much difficulty. The ghastly dis- 
covery that four human beings bad perished 
in the flames was not made until: 6 
o’clock. The flames had partly subsided and 
some of the engines had been sent back to 
their houses. Others remained, pouring 
water into the smoking and dripping struct- 
ure. 

When the smoke had sufficiently subsided 
to permit the firemen to venture into the 
upper floors of the Helder building a crew of 
Ladder Company No. 7 ascended and en- 
tered the windows. The first room entered 
was the bedroom of Fred Detzler, aged 22, a 
young waiter omployed in Heider’s restaur- 
ant, There was no evidence of life or 
corpses. 

A pecullar pungent odor, which has to flre- 
menanawfuland certain meaning, caused 
one of them to look under thebed. There lay 
the remains of Detzler, buta charred black 
flesh heap. The firemen, fearful of further 
finds, proceeded intothe next room. Hers 
was found the body ofa baker, whose name 
was Munsinger. Hetoo, was employed by 
Heider. He was 30 years ofage. The corpse 
wasinan even more sickening state than 
that of young Detzler. Near by was another 
flesh heap, the remnant of ‘‘Old Joe’’ 
ee a helper about the place, aged about 


Most pitiable of all was the findingof the 
burned and blistered corpse of Albert Grau, 
who died the death of a hero. Grau was a 
man of 30 years, a freman in the restaurant. 
His character was such as to evoke the 
esteem of all who knew him, and his death, 
while faithfully performing a perilous task, 
isatouchingtale. Being a strong and vigor- 
ous young man,he might have saved himself. 
The smell of smoke aroused him and he rushed 
to the doors of the apartments occupied by 
the Heiders and kicked resoundingly at each. 
He cried lustily, ‘‘The buliding is afire!’’ 
arousing the entire family. He made sure of 
their safety, and then rushed back tothe 
floor above to save Detzler, Munsinger and 
Mauser, whom he knew to be still inthe 
Building. He rushed to their aid, and this 
act was his undoing. While he 
was laboring to arouse them heavy 
gusts of smoke poured throvgh the 
stairway, by means of which the Heldérs had 
just made their escape. He continued to be- 
jlabor the door, although his consciousness 
was fleeing. The position of the body when 
discovered showed that he had clutched 
madly at histhroat. He doubtless at the 
moment recognized that escape was then 
impossible, even should he attempt it. The 
bodies were removed to the Morgue. 

John Heider stated that he believed the fire 
to be the work of fncendlaries. He says that 
there was no possible way forthe blaze to 
have originated in the bullding, as no fires 
were keptinthe building during the night. 
The loss on building and contents its esti- 
mated at $10,000. 


THE FATAL ROCKS, 


ANOTHER ANCHOR LINE VESSEL WRECKED 
ON CAPE VILLANO, 


MADRID, Feb. 9.—A dispatch from Corunna 
states that the Anchor Line steamer Trin- 
acria, which was reported yesterday as hav- 
ing been lost on Cape Villano, one of the 
northwesterly points of the Province of 
Galicia, grounded at the exact spot where 
the British twin cruiser Serpent was lost on 
Nov. 10, 1890, when, of the twenty-six per- 
sons on board, only three were saved. 

The Trinacria was completely broken up. 
Her crew numbered thirty-seven all told. 
Seven were saved, but nearly all of them 
had sustained more orless serious injuries. 
There wasa number of passengers on the 
steamer, mostly of the mission of Gibraltar 
and soldiers belonging. to the garrison at 
that place. 

Among the women on board were Mrs. Bill, 
who was on her way ta rejoin her husband; 
Miss Seville, belonging to the Mission, who 
was returning from a furlough; Miss Stirling, 
novice, and Kitty Smith, achild. All the 
women were drowned. 

The survivors of the disaster state that the 
Trinacria,. struck the Bermollas Rocks at 6 
o’clock Wednesday morning. An enormous 
hole was tornin her hull and she began to 
filland sink immediately. The weather was 
bad andterrific. Breakers swept clean over 
the vessel, carrying everything before them. 
Several ofthe crew were caught up by the 
seas and carried overboard. Shortly after 
the steamer struck, her masts went over- 
board, but nothing was done or could have 
been done to clear her wreckage. 

The seven survivors jumped into the sea 
and were washed ashore. They landed 
almost naked, their clothing: having been 
torn off by the terrible buffetings they 
received while trying to reach the shore. 
The beach is strewn with bodies 
washed from the steamer. Large quantities 
of cargo are also coming ashore. Tre- 
mendously heavy sea is still running, which 
renders it impossible for small boats to ap- 
proach the place where the Trinacria went 
down. The wreck, or what remains of it, is 
lying ona rock only a short distance from 
shore. 

The Trinacria was an iron screw bark- 
rigged vesselof 2,256 gross tons burden and 
424 horse power. She bad six bulkheads. Her 
engines were of the compound type, the cyl- 
inder measuring 388 by 68 and 42 by 68 inches, 
She was built at Port Glasgow in 1871 by Dun- 
can & Co. and was last surveyed at New York 
in 1891. Her dimensions were: Length, 304 
feet ; beam,34 feet 6 inches,and depth of hold, 
29 feet 3 inches. 

In October last the steamer Roumania, be. 
longing tothe Anchor Line, was lost on the 
Portuguese coast, a comparatively short dis- 
tance south of where the Trinacria has been 
wrecked. The Roumanta had 122 persons on 
board, of whom only nine were saved.

The entire supply ot gold in the vaults of 
the United States Treasury has been redutea 
to $108,176,938. Of this only $8,176,938 is free 
gold. The remainder, $100,000,000, must be 
held by law inthe Treasury for the redemp- 
tion of alike amount of legal-tender notes 
which have been issued against It. * 

In brief, Secretary Foster. has come to the 
end of bis rope. The bottom of Uncle Sam’s 
gold box is visible. Nor has the apts of gold 
stopped. 

Arrangements were made by seneten 
bankers to-day for the shipment of $3,000,000 
next Saturday. Other shipments will prob- 
ably be heard from to-morrow, and it was 
the impression in Wall street to-day that this 
week’s exports will reach about $5,000,000, 
This would leave only a little over $3,000,000 
free gold in the Treasury, probably hardly 
sufficient for a single week’s supply. Since 
Monday actual short sterling rates of ex- 
chaage have gone up from 487% to 488, less 
commission. 

George G. Williams, President of the New 
York Clearing-house Association and also 
President of the Chemical National Bank, 
Spent a great deal of time yesterday -arrang- 
ing for a further Joan of gold to the Treasury 
Department. He went to several banks and 
appealed that for the public good they should 
join in contribution of their gold reserves 
enough to keep up the supply of free gold in 
the Treasury to meet all demands until steps 


can be taken to otherwise meet - mer- 
gency. It is understood that t appeals 
were successful in all ! Four of the 


banks. had alrea advanced $2,000,000 of 
ney ast ‘Friday to help meet the demands 
or Saturday’s exports.
